Earthquake 


Shocks Felt Yester- 
day Morning. 


A KENTUCKY FARM SINKS FOUR FEET. 


Wlolent Tremors in the West— People Rush 
from Their Houses—Crockery Falls 
from Shelves, Etec. 


Nasuvitir, Tenn., August 2.—[Special.}— 
At 12:37 o'clock this morning, Nashville was 
visited by an earthquake shock. It lasted six 
seconds and passed from south to north. Four- 
teen vibrations were felt and the rumbling 
noise was distinctly heard. Houses in all parts 
of the city were perceptibly shaken and hun- 
dreds of people were awakened from their 
sleep and rushed into the streets. Others be- 
gan searching for burglars. The plastering in 
the signal office was cracked and articles in 
{he room were misplaced. No damage done. 

CLARKSVILLE, Tenn., August 2.—[Special.] 
An earthquake seock was felt here at 12:57 
o'clock this morning. The direction seemed 
from southwest to northeast and the duration 
was forty or sixty seconds. There seemed to 
be only one shock and a succession of waves. 
It was the severest ever felt here and Treated 
much alarm, from some buildings the ladies 
ran screaming into the streets and many others 
vacated their houses for the time being. The 
shock was so decided that bottles and glass- 
ware were thrown from shelves in some houses 
and broken 

CotumBia, Tenn., August 2.—[Special.]—

It shook 
furniture in a lively manner, and in some in- 
stances pictures fell from the walls.

THE KENTUCKY ELECTION, 


Returns Slowly Coming in—Some of the 
Changes. 

Cincinnati, August 2.—Kentucky election 
news is slow in coming, and is fragmentary. 
The vote in Kenton county, in which Coving- 
ton is situated, gives Buckner, democrat, for 
governor, a plurality of 600 over the ‘union la- 
or candidate. Bradley, republican, runs 300 
behind the union labor candidate. In Camp- 
bell — the vote for governor has not yet 
been received, and there is still a question as 
to who is elected to other offices. Though the 
union labor party concedes the election of 
Norman, democrat, for representative, it is 
thought the republicans have the county on 
the state ticket. 

_In Lexington the democrats have carried the 
city for the first time in twenty years. Gen- 
eral Buckley’s majority over Bradley is 88. 
Democratic gains of 141 in Boyd county and 
200 in Carter county are shown, though the 
republicans carry both counties. In Fleming 
county, while the democrats ca the state 
ticket by 200 majority, their candidate for rep- 
resentative is defeated by 600 majority. 

In Mercer county Phil B. Thompson, demo- 
crat, is defeated for the legislature by D. 
Carey, republican and prhibitionist, by 200 
majority. The vote for Fox, prohibition, for 
governor in the county will be 400 or 500. 
Women were at the polls working in the 
interest of the prohibition candidates. In 
Jessamine county there was much excite- 
ment anda very close vote. It is claimed 
that Mercer, democratic candidate for the 
legislature, is defeated by four votes. In Ma- 
son county there isa heavy republican gain. 
In Garrard county, which is the home of Brad- 
ley, the republicans have 600 majority. 

Returns at midnight from yesterday’s elec- 
tions come in slowly from the state but there is 
nothing to change the estimates of last night. 
The democratic ticket is elected by from 25,- 
000 to 35,000 majority over the republican tick- 
et and will have a plurality of 20,000 over all 
the tickets. 

Sixty-four legislative districts out of a hun- 
dred elect the following members of the next 
assembly: Forty-nine democrats, thirteen re- 
publicans, one labor and one prohibition._ 

LEXINGTON, Ky., August 2.—Returns come 
in slowly. Those in indicate a falling off of 
the democratic vote. Making estimates from 
reports received, General Buckner’s majority 
will be less than 20,000, and his plurality about 
30,000. The labor vote was nominal excpt in 
Kenton county. Local option was the issue 
in some counties, carrying two orthree. The 
prohibition vote is light, but there are some 
votes in nearly every precinct. The republi- 
can vote indicates a falling off from that of 
four years ago. The legislature will be about 
ninety democratic majority on joint ballot. 
The republicans have gained in the legislature.

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MONEY NEEDED AT ONCE. 


Small Appropriations for Rivers and Harbors 
Do Little Good. 

WASHINGTON, August 2.—Colonel A. Gil- 
more, United States engineer, in his annual 
report says of the work of improving the en- 
trance to Charleston, 8. C., harbor, that the 
appropriations have been inadequate to an ab- 
surd degree for the successful prosecution of 
operations having in view the completion of 
the project within the present century. Dur- 
ing periods when work is suspended for want 
of funds, deterioration is certain and rapid, 
and fully forty per cent of the amount last 
appropriated has been suspended in work 
which would have been unnecessary if the 
funds required to secure gradual but continu- 
ous development and consolidation of struc- 
tures had been more liberally and regularly 
provided: He recommends an appropriation 
forthe next year of $750,000. He asks for 
£10,000 for Wappoo Cut, 8. C€.; $10,000 for 
Edisto river, 8. C., and $8,000 for Salkahat- 
chie river, S. C. He asks for $78,000 for next 
year’s expenditure in Savannah harbor, and 
earnestty recommmends that this 
entire sum, which is necessary for 
completion of the present 


tion. If this be done he says an annual 
expenditure of $20,000 will be sufficient _to 
maintain the works, 

Of the projected improvements of Savannah 
river between Augusta and Savannah, Gen- 
eral Gilmore says the original estimate of 
$91,000 will have to be increased to $176,000. 
This is owing to meagre appropriations in the 
past. He. is confident that if the prospect be 
now. carried out a channel of five feet depth 
at low water will be secured. He asks $21,- 
000 for next year. He estimates that $4,633 
can be profitably expended next year in Rom- 
ney Marsh,Georgia, $3,000 in Althamahariver, 
Georgia, $75,000 on Brunswick harbor, Geor- 
gia and $600,000 on the entrance to the Cum- 
berland sound, 'Fla.

CAN'T BE CALLED BACK 


Miss Bostwick Remembers Noth- 
Ing of That Fatal Night. 


HER MEMORY STOPS AT THE POIN 


Where She Fell Asleep and Begins Only 
When She Recovered Consciousness 
After the Murderous Attack. 


GAINESVILLE, Texas, July 30.—Miss Bost- 
wick, the suryiving victim ef the murderous 
assaultof two weeks ago, is rapidly progress- 
ing towards recovery, and will doubtless soon 
have regained her wonted strength. She sits 
up apartof each day. Her wounds are heal- 
ing nicely, and it is hoped that her face will 
not bear any marks of the terrible cuts re- 
ceived. Though she talks fully and freely 
upon a yariety of subjects, she cannot recall 
anything that will serve to throw aray of 
light upon the lamentable tragedy in which 
she so nearly lost her life. Her remembrance 
of events ends at the time she fell asleep on 
Tuesday night and begins again at 1 o’clock 
Wednesday morning, when she regained her 
lost consciousness—some time aftér the ‘mur- 
derer had made his escape. 

It is thus a curious fact that the tragedy 
parallels the plots of the two most widely read 
novels of recent literature. Just as the horri- 
ble brutality of the murderer, apparently with- 
out motive, irresistibly suggests the maniac 
Hyde in Stevenson’s story, so this utter lapse 
of memory in Miss Bostwick is exactly like 
that of Paulinein Hugh Conway’s “Called 
Back.’’ She remembered everything up to 
the momont of her brother’s murder and 
everything immediately following it, but the 
moments of the murder itself were an absolute 
blank to her until she was “called back’’ to 
them by a simulated repetition of all the inci- 
dents of the tragedy. Perhaps the novellist’s 
suggestion might prove of avail if tried with 
Miss Bostwick. 

TOLD OF HER ROOM-MATE’S DEATH.

When Mrs. Bostwick heard the noise on 
that fatal Wednesday morning and ran into 
the room,she found Miss Watkins sitting upon 
the side of the bed. 

“Give me a towel,’’ she said, “‘to wipe the 
blood off my face and you look after Mamie. 
She is worse hurt than I am’’—the while suf- 
fering from a blow which so soon after was 
followed by death.

THE THEORY OF A MANTAC’S WORK.

In the mean time no clue has been obtained 
to lead even a forlorn hope towards the detec- 
tion of the murderer. Besides a leading de- 
tective of the north who has been at work for 
ten days on the case, several Texas experts are 
busy, without, so far, the least result. 

VIEWS OF DR. HAMMOND. 

“The force of habit undoubtedly has much 
to do with the repetition of criminal or insane 
acts originally due to the gratification of a 
morbid impulse—itself the offspring of a pow- 
erful emotion.”’, So says Dr. W. A. Hammond 
in his work on “Diseases of the Nervous Sys- 
tem.’’ 

In proof ef this assertion the doctor cites the 
case of Helene Jegado, in France, who killed 
thirty-eight persons by poison between the 
vears 1833 and 1852. So far from any reasona- 
ble motive being alleged, she would treat her 
victims, mostly friends and fellow-servants, 
with the greatest kindness in their dying mo- 
ments. She poisoned because she took @ mor- 
bid delight in the crime. Monomania was the 
plea set up in her defense, but no insanity 
could be proven beyond the apparent want of 
motive in her crimes. She was found guilty 
and executed. 

Another one, clearly influenced by morbid 
impulse and force of habit, was the French- 
man Dumollard. He was a peasant of feeble 
intellect, who took pléasure in conducting ser- 
vant girls, whom he pretended to hire, to un- 
frequented localities and putting them to 
death. He dis d of six,and nine others 
barely escaped, When his premises were 
searched, the lice found 1,250 articles of 
women’s apparel, and only fifty of these were 
ever identified. There was no telling how 
many murders he really had committed. He 
was found innocent of any assault on bis vic- 
tims. No robbery was attempted. He simply 
killed through morbid impulse. The plea of 
insanity did not work. He was executed. 

The case of Boston’s Jesse Pomeroy, the boy 
murderer, presénts this morbid impulse in 
much the same light, but the scientists believe 
that in his case it was hereditary. His father 
was a butcher, and before Jesse was born his 
mother, otherwise a woman of quiet and gen- 
tle instincts, took a morbid delight in visiting 
the shambles to enjoy the death agonies of the 
animals. 

Another famous case in which the homicidal 
mania springs up suddenly is told in Maudsley. 
A lawyer's clerk at Alton, England, persuaded 
a girl of eight, one summer afternoon, to go 
with him into a hop garden. Her companion 
soon missed her. Search revealed the dismem- 
bered fragments of her ye | scattered about 
the garden. Suspicion fell upon the clerk. 
In his desk was found a diary, in which was 
this entry, recently made; ‘Killed a little 
girl; it was fine and hot.” There was no indi- 
cation of insanity in his conversation or con- 
duct after his arrest, nor was any evidence of 
strangeness in him immediately before the 
murder given at the trial. It was subsequent- 
ly learned that insanity ran in his family.

THE MURDER OF RUFFIN 


Trial of Langston at Petersburg— Damaging 
Evidence. 


PETERSBURG, Va., August 2.—In the Langs- 
ton-Ruilin murder case the court has been en- 
gaged all the morning in hearing evidence for 
the prosecution, which was very unfavorable 
tojthe prisoner, establishing positively that 
thé shooting was done without provocation. 
Tl witnesses who saw the shooting testified 
that Langston charged Ruffin with stealin 
hispipe. Ruffin denied it, Langston called 
him a liar and instantly shot him down. The 
defense will endeavor to show that an opera- 
tien upon Ruflin caused his death, but the 
physicians who testified scouted such a view. 

The entire afternoon session of the court 
was taken up in hearing expert testimony. 
Dr. H. G. Leigh was a witness and his exami- 
nation covered the whole field of abdominal 
woundsand surgery. It was more rigid be- 
cause the defense is seeking to convince the 
jury that Ruflin’s death was caused rather by 
the surgeon’s knife in an operation performed 
for his relief than by Langston’s bullet, which 
perforated and lacerated the intestines. The 
prisoner’s counsel presented an array of ques- 
tions which evinced a thorough study of the 
subject and elicited some very interesting 
scientific information, but the expert’s conclu- 
$10n was that death was, without doubt, caused 
bythe bullet. The whole medical faculty are 
deeply interested in the case, as a number of 
them assisted at the operation. Other experts 
will be examined tomorrow. 


A BOY’S CONFESSION. 


He Shoots His Mother and Beheads Her With 
an Ax. 

Eaton, O., Atigust 2.—John Beall, thirteen 
years old, who has been in jail six weeks on 
the charge of killing his mother, has made a 
confession to the prosecuting attorney, sheriff 
and an ex-sheriff. It was not written down 
and the persons are secretive about the de- 
tails. On June 13th this hoy was at home 
alone with his mother at afarm house, and 
about 4 o’clock alarmed the neighbors by say- 
ing three tramps had killed his mother; and 
that he was asleep, but awakened in time to 
see them leave with a watch and some money. 
The watch has since been found ina vault 
where the boy admits he threw it. The boy 
had shot his mother twice and then nearly be- 
headed her with an ax. It is supposed he 
was with the dead body three, hours before 
giving the alarm. No motive for his crime 
can be assigned except that he was angry at 
what seemed to him to be evidences of favor- 
itism shown to his sister by his mother. On 
the day of the murder he expected to go to 
Eaton with his mother and get anew suit of 
clothes, but instead his father took his sister 
to town, and thus he was leftat home with 
his mother. 


TRAGEDY IN ARKANSAS, 


#& Row in Which Two Brothers Meet Their 
Death. 

LirTLEe Rock, Ark., August~ 2.—For some 
time past a feud has existed between John and 
Joe Evans, brothers, and Ike Medith, in 
Faulkner county, twenty-five miles from Lit- 
tle Rock. They met at a schoolhouse in the 
neighborhood yesterday, exchanging some hot 
words. They adjourned to an adjacent woods 
to settle the matter. While John Evans was 
denouncing Medith as a liar, the latter drew a 
pistol and shot. Evans fell to the ground, 
dying in a few minutes. Joe Evans hurried to 
his brother’s assistance and as he raised his 
hand to strike Medith he, too, was shot in the 
stomach and fell. <A report received last night 
says Joe Evans will not live until morning. 
Medith coolly walked away and has not since 
been found, although the country in the 
neighborhood is being scoured for him. The 
Evans brothers were reputable planters. Me- 
dith had recently located in this state. 


M’GARIGLE SHADOWED. 


The Chicago Boodler in St. Catherine's 


Ontario. 

Cuicaao, August 2.—A Daily News special 
from St. Catherine’s says: McGarigle arrived 
here about 2 o’clock this afternoon on the 
Grand Trunk railway. It is believed he is at 
present hiding in the St. John house, from 
which all persons, particularly newspaper men 
and reporters and detectives, are strictly pro- 
hibited. A detective is here and is only await- 
ing the arrival of some papers from Montreal 
to arrest McGarigle on some old charge of con- 
spiracy. It is believed he will move into the 
country to avoid all the detectives and news- 
paper men. 

Montreal dispatch says: Two detectives 
left for London, Ont., last night armed with a 
walrant for the arrest of McGarigle, and is- 
sued at the instance of James Baxter, a bro- 
ker of this city, on the charge of conspiracy.

THE LIBERALS HAPPY. 


Increased Majority for Them In 
Glasgow. 


SIR GEORGE TREVELLYN RETURNED. 


The Excitement at the Clubs and in the 
House of Commons Over the Result— 
Other Foreign News. 


Lonpon, August 2.—An election was ‘held 
today in the bridgetown division of Glasgow,to 
fill the parliamentary seat made vacant by the 
resignation of E. R. Russell, home ruler liber- 
al, who at the last election received 4.564 votes 
against 3,567 for his conservative opponent, 
Colon Mackenzie. The election today resulted 
in the return of Sir George Otto Trevelyan, 
liberal candidate, by a vote of 4,654. Evelyn 
Ashley, conservative nominee, receiped 3,534. 

Sir George Trevelyan’s victory is felt in 
conservative circles to be the severest blow the 
unionjst cause has yet experienced. Intense 
interest pervaded the clubs this evening. The 
Carlton, the National, the Liberal, the 
Reform, and others, were thronged with mem- 
bers at 10 p. m. awaiting news of the result in 
Glasgow. Each side attached supreme im- 
portance to the election as the first fought 
since the general election between the Glad- 
stonians and the liberal-unionists, other con 
tests having been between the conservatives 
and the Gladstonians. 

Leaders on both sides actively joined in the 
fray. Gladstone’s speech on Friday and the 
letters of Bright, Chamberlain, Hartingtou 
and Harcourt. being specially mtended to in- 
fluence the result. The unionists expected 
that Trevlyan would be returned. The char- 
acter of the constituency, which consists of 

yurely radical workmen infused with a large 
rish element, making it asafe Gladstonian 
seat. But they were also confident of a reduc- 
tion of the former Gladstonian majority, 
which would prove in the beginning a reaction 
in Scotland from faith in Gladstone’s issues. 

The immense increase in the Gladstonian 
vote has caused a panic among the unionists. 
When the result of the election became known 
in the house, members deserted the benches 
and flocked to the lobbies, where they earn- 
estly discussed the political outlook. Home 
rulers were jubilant. Ministerialists admit 
that a modification of the government’s Irish 
policy is probable under this conclusive proof 
of the spread of Gladstonianism. A section of 
the conservative party which was pressing the 
cabinet to proclaim the national league was on 
the verge of success, but it is thought that the 
efforts of these conservatives will now be in- 
eifectual and that all efforts of the government 
toward coercion will be relaxed. It is 
also believed that another result will be that 
Mr. Gladstone will be more chary of promising 
concessions to the liberal-unionists and will 
rather seek a consolidated alliance with the 
Parnellites, who have been growing uneasy 
and dissatisfied since the premier’s speech, 
leaving it an open question as to the separation 
of Ulster from the rest of Ireland. 

Sir George Trevelyan, in aspeech this even- 
ing, said that his victory made it next to im- 
possible forthe government to proclaim the 
Irish national league. His election, he de- 
clared, largely settled the Irish question. 
Henceforth Ireland must be treated in a spirit 
of conciliation, kindness and contidence.

A SPECIAL ORDER IN THE HOUSE. 


Eloquent Speech of Mr. Glenn Upon the 
Co-Education Bill—Replies by the Colored 
Members—The Insurance Bill. 


Yesterday was set apart on the calendar of 
the house to the consideration of Mr. Glenn’s 
bill regulating the manner of conducting edu- 
cational institutions in Georgia, otherwise 
known as the bill against the co-education of 
the races. : 

With his usual grace and ease Mr. Glenn 


rose. ‘‘Mr. Speaker,” he said, “in the bill be- 


fore us, is outlined a policy the ultimate con- 
sequences of which far transcends in import- 
ance any question before us. It is the policy 
of the south as to the attitude of the races for 
all time to come, and demands upon the floor 
of this house the fullest discussion as to the 
reasons and grounds for this policy.’’ 

‘*‘There is now no political question open for 
adjudication. The right of every man to 
equality before the law, to hold office, and-so- 
forth, has long since been settled. . 

‘The question of labor is pressing forwards, 
but the relations of the whites and blacks in 
the future history of the country préduces a 
question for the future of great importance. In 
fairness, right and justice should this question 
be solved. Georgia’s position has been and is 
to treat all races 

WITH THE UTMOST FAIRNESS 
before the law, giving equal rights before the 
courts and this legislature, and equal rights as 
to education. The two streams must flow 
parallel, but never mingle. The policy of the 
south was that these two streams should never 
mingle.

Extracts were read from negro papers, show- 
ing the tendencies of those journals towards 
co-educatign and intermarriage, and also from 
the Georgia Baptist, advocating mixed 
schools. 

Colonel Glenn referred tothe minority re- 
port made by the colored members which, tak- 
en in connection with certain expressions at 
the north, seemed to him a determined effort 
to force the euestion upon us. He urged that 
the matter be settled at once. 

As to the political aspect of the matter he 
said he was in favor of sustaining the glory 
and majesty of the people of Georgia, no mat- 
ter what the consequence. 

EN OTHER STATES. 

Mr. Glenn then began to quote authorities 
showing the adjudication of this question by 
the courts. . 

The supreme court of Massachusetts decided 
that they should be in separate schools, .and 
the blacks could be prohibited from attending 
the white schools. 

Decisions in New York sustained the sep- 
aration, and declared it did not violate the 14th 
amendment, and in Indiana that such a law 
was not in conflict with the 15th and l4th 
amendments, the civil rights act or the consti- 
tution of the United Siates. Nevada sustain- 
ed the law.

The senate on yesterday took up the bill to 


| regulate the business of insurance in the state. 
| The finance committee to which the subject 


had been referred, reported that the bill pass 
by substitute. ‘he substitute is essentially 
the same as the printed bill, differiug there- 
from only in the various amounts required by 
law as capital for the different kinds of com- 
panies. The bill is a complete codifica- 
tion of all the statutes upon the subject 
of insurance in force -in Georgia. 
The most important change is in that of insu- 
rance commissioner. Under the old law the 
comptroller-general was ex-officio insurance 
comuiissioner. The bill now before the senate 
makes him the absolute insurance commission- 
er. It was suggested yesterday that this 
change was unconstitutional, inasmnch as the 
comptroller could not hold two offices. The 
matter has been fairly investigated and sub- 
mitted to the attorney-gencral, and it has been 
decided that there is no infringement of the 
constitution inthe bill. The bill simply de- 
tines more clearly the powers of the commis- 
sioner and gives him better facilities for trans- 
acting the Soluade of insurance that has grown 
to such immense proportions in Georgia. The 
substitute reported by the finance committee 
to the senate yesterday was read section by 
section and adopted in the same way.

Committee Work. 

The senate judiciary committee met yeste-- 
day afternoon in the president’s room. Some 
difficulty was had in obtaining a quorum, but 
after a short delay the committee assembled 
in good force. The Brady bill was_ before, the 
committee for its consideration, and yesterday 
argument was heard fer and against the bill. 


.Mr. Atkinson, of Coweta, made a brief state- 


ment of facts connected with the matter, 
and presented a memorial from the cltizens of 
his county urging the legislature to defeat the 
bill. Mr. Atkinson also argued against the 
passage of the bill in behalf of some manufac- 
torv in his section. Hon. Milton A. Candler 
appeared before the committee in the interest of 
the Furman Fertilizer company and the Scott 
company, and made a forcible argument against 
the bill. He showed the disastrous efiect it 
would have on manufactories of commercial 
manures and also upon the people of the state 
who were dependent upon the aid of manyres 
made by the fertilizer companies to make their 
crops. Mr. Hugh-H. Colquitt, of the Colquitt 
company, also appeared before the committee 
and argued against the passage of the bill. The 
only speech made in favor of the bill 
yesterday afternoon was by Hon. Mr. Simmons, 
of the house. He spoke for thirty minutes in 
favor of the measure, and endeavored to pre- 
sent his side of the matter in the best possible 
light. Mr. Simmons had the fioor when the 
committee adjourned. The committee will 
meet this afternoon at three o'clock, for the 
purpose of concluding the discussion, and it is 
likely will also make up its report on the bill, 
It is thought that the commitiee will be about 
evenly divided, and it is difficult to estimate 
what its decisions willbe.

Dr. T. O. Powel] 
superintendent of the state asylum for the in- 
sane, and Senator R. J. Powell addressed the 
committee and urged the importance and 
necessity for the establishment of sueh an in- 
stitution. At present there are 1,287 rooms in 
the state asylum and over 1,303 patients. A 
home for feeble minded children and idiots 
would relieve the lunatic asylum of a large 
number of patients, and give a place to many 
poor wretches who are pining away in the com- 
mon jails of the state because of insitticient ac- 
commodations at Milledgeville. The lunatic 
asylum could possibly accommodate 1.500 pa- 
tients, but such anumber with its present accom- 
modation would be attended with considera- 
ble danger and risk. It is believed that the 
committee will make some favorable sugges. 
tion in regard to the he nga home. “Sunt 
what that suggestion will be cannot be said 
now. No vote was reached on the question 
yesterday, and the committee adjourned 
making next Tuesday the day to hear Super- 
intendent Powell, of the lunatic asylum, on the 
needs of that institution.

FUNNY FRANK RICE. 


His Unique Argument Before the 
Corporations Committee. 


PROPOSED EXTENSION OF ATLANTA. 


The Project ia Its Present Shape Opposed 
by Citizens Interested—A Lively 
Discussion Ensues. 


Councilman Frank Rice is a humorist. At 
least everybody about the capitol last evening 
thought so. 

Colonel Rice, with City-Attorney Goodwin 
and Councilman Bell, was before the house 
committee on corporations to urge the passage 
of Mr. Bray’s bill to extend the corporate lim- 
its of the city of Atlanta. These gentlemen 
are members of the committee on legislation 
of the council, and, with the city attorney, 
were appointed to present the city’s views up- 
on the bill under consideration. 

There was quite a large delegation of prom- 
inent Atlanta people present to oppose the 
measure. Among them Major D. N. Speer, 
Judge H. E. W. Palmer, Dr. Spalding, Mr. 
Joel Hu:t, Mr. Clifford Anderson, Colonel 
Hulsey, Judge Hoyt, Mr. DeGive, Mr. Martin 
and a number of others. 

THE COMMITTEE MET 
in the wild land office with Chairman Olive 
presiding. The bill wasread. It provides, as 
will be remembered, for the extension of the 
corporate limits of the city half a milein 
every direction except in the direction of West 
nd. 

City Attorney Goodwin presented in brief 
the reason for requesting the proposed amend- 
ment to the city’s charter. The limits of the 
city have been extended five times since its 
charter was granted; first in 1847 when the 
limits were fixed at a mile from the geograph- 
ical center of the city. Minor extensions were 
made in 1554, 1861 and 1863, and in 1866 the 
present limits, a mile and a half from the cen- 
ter were established. 

‘‘For twenty-one years, and those the most 
prosperous in the history of the city, said the 
city attorney, ‘‘no changes have been made. 
For all practical purposes, the part which it is 
proposed to annex is already apart of the 
city.” 

THE OPPOSITION. 

It was evident that the opposition came pre- 
pared for war. : 

Judge Hoyt, who spoke first, thought that 
the reasons upon which the proposed exten- 
sion was based were not difficult to dispose of. 
He characterized the movement as a piece of 
wanton injustice to the residents of the terri- 
tory in question who were net consulted at all, 
and who were, by the provisions of the bill, to 
be forced to annexation whether they wanted it 
ornot. Hethought if any territory ought to 
be annexed it was West End. He did not 
favor any annexation, but thought it as just to 
make that a part of Atlanta as it was to take 
in these people who did not want to be taken 
in. 

Judge Hoyt raised the point that the people 
had had no opportunity whatever of express- 


ing an opinion upon the matter, as it was not . 


an issue at any election. He said the city 
could not take care of whatit had. Claiming 
that within the present limits, there are 

INE HUNDRED ACRES OF VACANT LAND. 

This, he urged, should be built up before 
further land was added. He spokeas a citizen 
of Atlanta and in behalf of justice. He stated 
that if this extension were made many manu- 
factures now outside the city, but within the 
proposed half mile, would haye to be moved 
further out, and many would probably prefer 
to move where they would not be bothered. 
“In my opinion,’ he eoncluded, “the city 
would be injured ten times as much in the 
breaking up ot manufacturing establishments as 
the taxes of the entire territory to be annexed 
would amount to.” 

Judge Howard Palmer appeared, as he said, 
in behalf of a number of gentlemen living 
within the territory proposed to be annexed. 
i’crsonally he would not be affected by the 
annexation, as he was bevond the two mile 
line. 

In opening his argument, Judge Palmer 
impressed upon the minds of the committee 
the iact ihat the gentlemen he represented 

WERE NOT FIGHTING THE EXTENSION. 
All they asked was that the extension be made 
onan equitable basis. ‘They had not taken 
suburban homes with any idea of escaping 
taxation—it Was thatthey might have more 
‘elbow. room.”’ The matter ought to 
be submitted to a vote of the 
people interested—the people of the city 
and those whom it was proposed to annex. Fle 
thought the present movement looked like an

The new territory should not be taxed 
like the restof the city until it is given city 
Improvements. ile thought the maiter of an- 
nexation as vital to citizens in genera! as to 
the people within the proposed limits, and it 
should be decided by a vote of both peoples.

He referred to Mr. Clifford Anderson, who 
had proposed such a substitute. 

MR, ANDERSON’S SUBSTITUTE. 

Mr. Anderson prefaced his remarks by call- 
ing attention to the cities where there has 
been opp sition to annexation and the compro- 
mises eficcied. ite referred to the liberalitv 
of Coluinbus, Macon, Rome and other cities in 
matters of this kind. 

The substitute which was presented to the 
comnnittec provides first for an election both in 
the city and in the territory to be annexed, a 
miajority in both sections being necessary to 
ratify the annexation. 

It was further provided that the city must 
within twelve months give to the new terri- 
tory such lights, sewerage, police, water 
means for fire protection, and as population 
and property may require, and shall build 
schools ample for children, white and colored, 
of same character as in other parts of the city. 
The taxation of farms, dairy stock and garden 
lands shall be for those purposes. At least 
two of the assessors for valuation. of property 
in that territory shall be residents thereof. No 
taxes shall be collectable if provisions of bill 
not complied with within time named, nor 
shall the extension take place. It is further 
provided that as soon as possible after annexa- 
tionfthe city shall layjoff new territory into two 
wards which shall have representation in the 
conucil as other wards. The last provision is 
that no cemetery shal! be laid on or extended 
into this new territory. 

Mr. Hurt favored anexation upon a fair ha- 
sis. He had made a computation showing 
thatthe new territory embraced abouts,50t 
acres of land, fully 3,000 ef which isjin woods 
aud tryck farms. 

MR. RICK'S HUMOR. 

It was left to Mr. Rice to add to the enjoy- 
ment of the oecasion. That gentleman, 4s one 
of the representatives of the city, pointed the 
danger in which the city is of being ‘bornacled 
by small towns in different directions. He 
thought the additional population desirable 
and thought the annexation ought to be made 
for thfat purpcs: if no other.

Colonel] Glenn asked him to give his private 
views on the matter. 

“Well, to tell the truth,” said Mr. Rice, “I 
wouldn’t throw this book down on one side or 
the other. 1 am interested both ways. In the 
council I objected to thy resolution which was 
introduced by Mr. Collier.

THE MACON CITY COUNCIL. 
Several Matters of Lively Interest Brought 


Up. 
Macor, Ga., August 2.—[Special.]—At 
council meeting tonight only one seat in coun- 
cil was vacant, that being Alderman O’Con- 
nell, who is water bound at Indian Springs. 

A petition for aid. to build a colored school- 

ouse, to cost $800, on Hazel street for the 
South Macon grammar school, was referred. 

Sexton Clay's report was received and re- 
ferred. It contained a statement for the 
month of $280 charged and $280 collected, and 
ea accompanied by a check for the amount 

City Attorney Patterson’s opinion on the 
resolution was introduced, to place the ceme- 
tery in the hands of a board of trustees, was 
handed in. He stated that the language was 
indefinite, and he could not give an intelligent 
opinion. If it was simply to transfer the pow- 
ers of the cemetery committee to the trustees, 
and ordinance of the council would be all that 
was néeessary. If it meant to take the ceme- 
tery entirely out of the hands of the city 
council and allow the trustees to act indepen- 
dently, then a legislative act might be nec- 
essary, 

_Alderman Powell, the author of the resolu- 
tion, moved that the resolution be read and 
voted on. 

The resolution was that a committee be ap- 
pointed to draft a bill to be sent the legislature 
placing the management of the cemetery in 
the hands of a board of trustees. The motion 
was adopted and Aldermen Powell, Hudgins 
and Ware were appointed.. ? 

The reportsof the clerk and treasurer were 
approved by the finance committee, and were 
ordered published. 

A petition for a bell for the clock on south 
Macon grammar school was granted. 

The petition of J. F. Hanson, for a sewer in 
East Macon, near the Bibb manufacturing 
company, was granted, 

The ordinance committee reported adversely 
on Alderman Prcuilfit’s ordinance making the 
city treasurer the successor of the cemetery 
treasurer, putting the business all in one man’s 
hands instead of having a separate treasurer 
for the cemetery. It was moved that the 
report be accepted, but Alderman Proudfit 
spoke in favor of his ordinance, re- 
citipg the fact that Treasurer Hop- 
Kins had been a life director in 
the new private cemetery, an enterprise which 
made his holding the office illegal, as had been 
decided by the supreme court, and further that 
the city treasurer was a bonded ofticer and re- 
sponsible. The cemetery treasurer is not. He 
then moved to refer the whole matter to the 
City attorney for information as to the legality 
of Major Hopkins holding both offices. It was 
adopted. 

The committee reported in favor of the 
ordinance regarding telegraph and telephone 
poles, to have them of uniform height and 
uniform lines, and to be painted. ‘The ordi- 
nance was passed. 

Alderman Davis was called to the chair, 
and Mayor Price read'a long report on the exg 
tension of the city limits matter. The report 
embodies thanks to the committee and expres- 
sions complimenting East Macon for meeting 
the committee. It was further stated that the 
proposition, accepted by East Macon would 
create certain complications which could be 
best regulated by council. 

A. resolution was then offered in regard to 
Kast Macon. First. That no part of the pres, 
«ni city debt should ever be paid by the newly 
incorporated territory. Second. That for ten 
years the taxes derived from the new territory 

e devoted to it. Third. That in all other 
respects the new territory stand upon equal 
footing with the rest of the city. 

The report and resolution were adopted. 

Alderman Proudfit then read a resolution 
relating to N. W. Hodgkin’s communication 
in the Telegraph, stating that he could tell 
more and was willing to cry quits, as he 
couldn’t go further without making a grand 
expose of the whole matter. The resolution 
was that Treasurer Hedgkins be required to 
give information of any wrong doing of which 
he may know to the city council, so that it 
could be corrected. This created a lively dis- 
cussion. The resolution was adopted. 

Alderman Horn recited the changes made in 
the police committee bill, now on its third 
reading before the legislature. Council re 
solved unanimously ta request the withdrawal 
of the bill. 

Alderman Proudfit introduced a resolution 
authorizing the council to invite the president 
of the south. 
Mayor Price stated that the board of trade had 
writen a telegram, and the State fair executive 
conmunittee, also, requesting President Cleve- 
land to visit Macon. The resolution was 
adopted. 

A resolution authorizing chairmen of com- 
mittees to purchase their supplies for their de- 
partments was authorized. 

Alderman Connor read a resolution requir- 
ing the ice wagons and others not to use gongs 
on their vehicles, as it interfered 
with the movements’ of the tire 
department. A discussion ensued as 
to what they should use. Tin horns, bugles, 
cow bells and whisties were mentioned, but no 
provision was made, and the resolution was 
adopted. 

On motion the mayor and public property 
committee were instructed to look after the 
fair grounds and put them in condition for the 
state fair.

THE WATER RAPIDLY RECEDING. 


The Amount of the Damage to the Streets 
and Drains—Flood News from All 
Parts of the State, 


Avausta, Ga., August 2.—[Special.]}—The 
waters of the Savannah have been rapidly re- 
ceding all last night and today, and now only 
that portion of the city above Marbury street, 
near the river, is inundated. The Sibley, 
King and Enterprise factories commenced 
work today, and the Augusta, Algernon, Riv- 
erside, Globe and Lombard’s foundry will 
start up ina few days. The Riverside mill 
was the heaviest loser among the factories. 
Their warehouse was covered with water, and 
about $3,000 worth of goods were ruined. The 
Globe mills were submerged, and their loss 
from damage to machinery and wheel pit will 
reach about $1,000. Lombard’s loss by the 
breaking of the canal bank next his foundry 
will reach about $3,000. Many small houses 
were ruined. The fences, outhouses and 
household goods of every description may be 
found today in mixed masses in all portions of 
the city where the floods extended. The sew- 
ers were not as much injured as was at first 
expected. A few hundred dollars will repair 
them. ‘The streets are in a terrible condition. 
It will take weeks of work and the expenditure 
of twenty-five or thirty thousand dollars to re- 
yairthem. Ata meeting of the streets and 
drains committee of the council held this after- 
noon, it was decided to commence the work 
of repairing the streets at once. 

The people whose houses were flooded have 
gone to work in earnest, scouring floors, clean- 
ing furniture and stra'ghtening things general- 
ly, and in a few days Augusta will have the 
appearance of gld—the most beautiful city in 
the south.

@pen court he speaks without reserve. 
_ The other day Judge Willis gave the grand 
jury a talk. ‘Gentlemen,’ he said, ‘‘in 
your deliberations don’t be too bloody; you 
might indict some innocent person. I 
have suffered myself. I was once accused 
when I was innocent as a lamb. Gentle- 
men, I have also been accused of being no 
lawyer. Now I desire to say to you that if 
I do say it myself, I am a good lawyer, and 
anyone who says that Iam no lawyer is a 
Villian and a liar!” 

In Texas this straight-forward way of 
doing business is justly admired, and if 
Judge Willis delivers many more such 
talks to the grand juries he will soon find 
himself the most popularman in the state. 
The judge is not one of the mealy-mouthed 
sort. He speaks up and out, and everybody 
knows just where he stands.

The Great Russian Editor. 

Day before yesterday the most powerful 
man in Russia next tothe ezar, died. No 
professional statesman of this generation or 
the last has had any influence on the Rus- 
sian government that can be compared to 
that exerted by Katkof, the late editor of 
the Moscow Gazette. He was a man of rare 
genius, and he might have been a blessing 
to Russia. His early life gave promise of a 
beneficent, as well as a mighty career. 
When he was a youth the liberal movement 
began to agitate the empire. It attracted 
many young and ardent souls. Katkof was 
Among them. His early writings and his 
teachings as professor of philosophy at Mos- 
cow were in the direction of larger liberty. 
He had a proof of the effect of his work in 
the wrath of the despotic government. 

Katkof was exiled. After he had paid the 
penaity for his devotion to principle a great 
thange came over him. His spirit was 
either crushed or corrupted. The apostle 
of liberty fell from-his high estate and be- 
came the tool of despotism. He was pat- 
ronized by the Czar Alexander. He was 
the cherished and confidential friend of the 
heir apparent to the throne. To make full 
atonement for his early liberalism he went 
to the extreme in his advocacy of a despotic 
policy. ‘The retroactive policy which mark- 
ed the last years of Alexander’s reign and 
caused his assassination was inspired, and 
in a great degree, dictated by Katkof. He 
openly boasted of his power, and was feared 
even more than the czar himself. 

When his former friend, Ivan Turgenief, 
began to stir thé heart of Russia with 
his liberal writings, Katkof tried to frighten 
him from his course. Turgenief defied him. 
He wrote: ‘‘Katkof sent me word that I did 
not know what it was to have him for an 
enemy. .Let him do his best. My soul is 
not in his power.’’ There was bitter war 
until Turgenief’s death between these two 
men and the ideas that each represented. 

Katkof’s direful influence increased at 
the seat of despotism in Russia until it 
seemed to have no limit. Turgenief, then 
an exile, said: ‘‘He scorns to hold the reins 
of power; he likes better to give the word 
to those who carry the order for him and by 
- him alone. The ministers are his valets. 
He is the disgraceful Richelieu behind the 
throne who terrorizes Russia.’’ 

Katkof’s control over the present ¢zar was 
greater, if possible, than that he had exert- 
ed over Alexander the Second. As he grew 
older he became more despdtic and more 
determined to crush, if he could, every 
germ of constitutional government in Rus- 
gia. Fortunately for his country, his work 
is done. His death has deprived the czar of 
his most trusted counsellor and his most 
fearless champion; it has removed the most 
stubborn and most dangerous foe to Russian 
progress. A more complete prostitution of 
- ~genius to base uses is not tobe found in 
modern history. 

Katkof will be buried with royal pomp, 
but that will be a cheap tribute compared to 
the tears of the oppressed which were shed 
when Turgenief died. 

Henry Ward Beecher once said that con- 
etitutional liberty in Germany would take a 
long step forward when two men should 
pass away. If that be true how much 
greater will be the impulse toward constitu- 
tional liberty in Russia now that its might- 
lest enemy has struck his last blow. 
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OvRr respects to the postoffice department.

It is needless to say that Jules Verne 
knows nothing of the American character, 
and his ideas of our great struggle sre ab- 
gurd in the extreme. Yet his story, now 
making its appearance as a serie), is taking 
a strong hold on the popular fancy. The 
writer's imagination and invention have en- 
abled him to create everything that he re- 


-Here 
we have a novel as false and unreal as any- 
thing could be, but millions of people will 
read itand enjoy it because its plot and 
characters move with a rush; because it 
is delightfully mysterious, and because it 
keeps the attention fixed and the interest on 
a stretch from beginning to end.

In Verne’s hands the history of 
our civil war runs the risk of being turned 
into aseries of ‘‘Arabian Nights Entertain- 
ments,’’ but we deserve it all, If our liter- 
ary workers can find no better employment 
than the carving of cherry stones it serves 
them right to have a sturdy interloper come 
along, and oust them from the field, and 
take possession of it. |

It will be time enough for the republican 
Organs to complain about southern preju- 
dices against the negro when they have suc- 
ceeded in reforming the north in this par- 
ticular.

There is to be a drill 
at Chicago, to which American as well as 
foreign troops are invited, but the colored 
troops have been informed that they need 
not apply. 

In addition to all this, we learn from Mr. 
William Coppinger, the secretary of the 
Colonization society, that most of the ap- 
peals of the colored people for transporta- 
tion to Liberia, come from Kansas, to which 
state a great many southern negroes emi- 
grated a few years ago. These emigrating 
negroes, it seems, failed to better their con- 
dition in Kansas. They found themselves 
ina cold and inhospitable climate and 
among a cold and inhospitable people, and 
now they are exceedingly anxious to ex- 
change their situation in Kansas for a more 
genial situation in Liberia. 

The secretary of the Colonization society 
says that the negroes who have emigrated 
to Kansas ‘feel that they are not a part of 
the dominant race, and that they are not 
properly recognized socially and politically 
by the whites and -never will be. The 
general public do not understand how 
strong this feeling is with the negroes, and 
it will probably continueso. Many of them 
feelit keenly. We hear it in a marked de- 
gree from those who went fo Kansas a few 
years ago.”

Inthe house of their professed 
friends they received something worse than 
the cold shoulder.

Toleration. 


Eprrors Constitution: The evident deter- 
mination of the Georgia legislature to pass the Glenn 
bill affords a spectacle of a great measure to secure 
avery small end. It is equal to calling out the 
whole state militia to suppress a corporal’s guard 
marching peaceably and without drums across a dis- 
tant corner of its territory. 

The Glenn bill is ostensibly to prevent the co-edu- 
cation of the races, when there is practically no Co- 
education of the races in Georgia, and whatis more, 
not the remotest possibility of such a thing in the 
vision of any man, That questien has been settled 
already, and so effectually settled that not an in- 
stance of it can be found in any public school in 


the state. 

It is clear that the bill is aimed at two private in- 
stitutions where children of the teachers to the 
number of fourteen attend. Fourteen among seven 
or eight hundred! 

These children are uncertain and transient rather 
than fixedand permanent pupils. They are not 
likely to greatly exceed the present number. Should 
teachers chance to be employed, who were so for- 
tunate mnder the prospective order of things as to 
have no families, there would be no white 
pupils. They attend fora time, as a matter of course, 
there being many good reasons for so Coing. These 
teachers would be quick to detect anything mischief 
growing out of this attendance, for they have a pa- 
rent’s interest in their children, a teacher's interest 
in their pupils, and a citizen’s interest In the state. 
No evil results and nosigns ofany, have followed 
this attendange. Nocase of “intellectual hydrid- 
ism,”? which Colonel Glenn regards as such a ‘‘mon- 
strosity,” or of any other: hybridism has ever oc- 
curred. 

The passage of this bill would merely exclude 
fourteen children from ‘these two _ schools, 
depriving them of advantages they 
would not get elsewhere, and putting their parents 
to unnecessary inconvenience and expense, without 
securing any good whatever to the state or to so- 
ciety. 

Teachers coming among the colored people from 
other states do not come to antagonize, with a revo- 
lutionary spirit, the policy of separate education 
which the state has adopted. There may be pri- 
vate opinions—and where are there not—but beyond 
the desire to educate their own children according 
to their best judgment, they have no controyersy 
with the state on this point. Have they in so doing 
exercised more than a uatural right? 

Unless the legislature wishes to oppress this hand- 
ful of teachers, whose lives are devoted to the inter- 
ests of Georgia in teaching, directly and indirectly, 
so mafhy of its colored youth to be industrious, hon- 
est and virtuous men and women, and who already 
have hardships enough to bear, there ean be no oc- 
casion for passing the bill. As THE CONSTITUTION, 
in Sunday’s issue, says, “we doubtif there is occa- 
sion for it.’’ To deprive men of natural rights 
without grave reasons is contrary to our democratic 
spirit, which grants absolute freedom until it is 
cleer, beyond a doubt, that their exercise works 
harm to society. . 


The maxim quoted by Jefferson Davis in Satur- 
day’s issue of the ConsTITUITON, “The world is gov- 
erned too much,” would forcibly apply to Georgia 
if the Glenn bill should become a law. | 

The charge that in one of these institutions, At- 
lanta university, there isa misuse of the state ap- 
propriation, is without foundation. The report of 
that school shows 413 pupils, seven of whom, or one 
fifty-ninth of the whole, are said to be white, Grant- 
ing that each pupil receives equal benefit from 
the $8,000, the seven white pupils would re- 
ceive about $135.

Their powers.were clearly usurped by the visiting 
board, upon whose report that portion of the gover- 
nor’s message relating to the university was based, 

Notwithstanding this remarkable language in the 
message, ‘They have no authority to inquire into 
the police of these institutions, or their sanitary ar- 
rangements, or their financial condition, or their 
curriculum of study, or anything else connected 
with them,” their report was taken as the basis of 
the message, and the whole question, once settled, 
re-opened in the legislature. If it is to prevent mis- 
use of funds, the three commissioners, by withhold- 
ing their signature, can accomplish as much as the 
whole legislature, with all its investigations and 
disc: gsions and legislation, and the consequent 
widespread exclement growing out of them. 

There must be other reasons for dragging this 
question intothe legislature. The mere desire to 
prevent co-education, when it does not exist, ex-, 
cept casually in two private institutions, and there 
to such a limited extent that it is ridiculous to regard 
it as a menace to the state policy, andthe mere de- 
sire to protect the colored people in their right to 
the gift of the United States, which the $8,000 vir- 
tually is, could never call forth such-a bill as the 
Georgia legislature proposes to pass.

DID THE CONVICT DIEOF HEART DISEASE 


The Officials Receive a Letter from Six 
Convicts Relating to the Cireumstances 
of a Convict’s Death—Investigation, 


About two weeks ago a convict died at Camp 
Oglethorpe, operated by ex-State Senator 
Smith, of Oglethorpe county. “Camp Ogle. 
‘thorpe,” it will be remembered, is the place 
concerning which the celebrated “Bunsey let. 
ter’ was written, and 
boomerang to those who wrote it, 

THE LAW ON THE SUBJECT. 

The law requires that when a convict dieg 
suddenly, or in a way that tends to excite ene 
picion, a coroner’s inquest shall be held. and 
the finding of the jury, or a regularly certifieg 
copy of the same, shall be forwarded to the 
principal keeper, and placed on file by him, 
It is usually the custom now, when a convict 
dies, it matters not in what way, the coroner 
is notified and an inquest is held according to 
the forms prescribed .by law. The convict 
lesseees — insist on this ag a matter of 
precaution, as the jury’s verdict relieves them 
of any scandalous charge of foul play. 

THE CIRCUMSTANCES OF THE CASE. 

On or near the 16th of July a convict died 
at Senator Smith’t camp, and the coroner's 
jury was regularly organized to inquire into 
the same. The jury was composed of good and 
reliable citizens of the county,and after a full 
and complete investigation, the jury declared 
that the deceased came to his death by heart 
disease. This verdict was sent to the principal} 
keeper and by him reported to the governor, 
Nothing more was thought of the matter, and 
nothing further would probably have ever been 
heard of it had it not been for a letter received 
in this cityatew days ago by the officials. 
This letter purports to be the statement of six 
convicts, whose names are signed to the letter, 
and nodoubt was intended by the author 
to provoke an investigation. A Conextrusinis 
representative saw Colonel Towers and As- 
sistant Keeper Shubrick yesterday and asked 
those gentlemen about the letter. Colonel 
Towers said that he had turned the letter over 
tothe sub-investigating committee and was 
not at liberty to divulge its contents. Colonel 
Shubrick admitted that such a letter had been 
received, but did not state by whom, but de- 
clared that in his opinion the matter should 
not be made public until it was known whether 
or not there was any truth in the statement. 
It was suggested that the letter might prove 
another ‘‘Bunsey”’ affair. 

WHERE IS THE LETTER? 

THE CoNnsTITUTION could not get hold of the 
letter, but from reliable sources ascertained 
that while no direct charge is made against 
the management at Camp Oglethorpe, the in- 
sinuation is strong that the convict who died 
about the middle of July had his death has- 
tened by overwork. he letter goeson to 
State that several days before he died he com- 
plained of feeling unwell, but was told to goto 
work, the next day he made same complaint 
but the same thing happened, the next time 
the complaint was made, it is said that he was 
told that if he did not go to work he would be 
whipped. The letter does not say anywhere 
that the man was ever whipped. Afew days 
after the complaint of being unwell was made, 
the convict died. The letteris written and 
signed in the same handwriting, notwithstand- 
ing that there are six signatures, all purporting 
to be conviets. 

A VICTIM OF HEART DISEASE. : 

Colonel Shubrick stated yesterday that the 
convict was undoubtedly a victim of heart 
disease, as after death it was ascertained that 
he had some excrescence or unnatural ‘growth 
about the heart that undoubtedly caused his 
death. As tothe charge made by the letter 


“Colonel Shubrick, of course, said nothing, as 


the matter had been placed in the sub-com- 
mittee’s hands and it would not be proper fos 
him to comment upon the same pending an in- 
vestigation. 

COMMENT ON THE CASE. 

It was thought at one time that the snube 
committee might go down to Camp 
Oglethorpe and investigate the matter, 
but the members were all in the city last 
night. In conversation with a few gentlemen 
who had heard of the matter, THE CoONsTITU- 
TION represenative was informed that every- 
thing’ pointed to the fact that the letter was 


-another one of the Bunsey kind, and no truth 


existed in the matter. The circumstances that 
made this belief strong in the minds 
of those who expressed it wera 
that the letter and the signature¢ 
were not in keeping with each other, that it 
was not likely that six convicts would volun- 
tarily go into such an affair, and lastly, the 
coroner’s jury, composed of good men, gave a 
verdict that made it impossible for fou! play or 
cruel treatment to have been practiced. It iq 
not known what the sub-committee will do in 
the premises.

shorts yesterday, and there wasa frightamong them 
today. Crop reports were unchanged today, and 
that was all the bulls desired, and they came on 
‘change determined to send corn up. September 
future, which closed strong at 400 yesterday, 
after an advance of 1c, opened at 4c, sold up to 
4l4gc, then back to 40%4c, then up again to 42c, back 
to 41%4¢ and finally up to the highest point of the 
day, 42%c, and closed at 42c—2c over yesterday, 
October sold steadily along from the opening at 4l¢c 
up to 43'¢e—the closing. November closed with 
October. May, as on yesterday, showed the most 
marked advance and closed at 464¢c, or 2c better. 

The excitement in corn had a stimulating effect 
on the oat market, but the usual crowd of traders in 
wheat left their pit to either look on or take part in 
the corn deal. While it was evident that the bulge 
in corn was started by the shorts, the market, long 
before noon even, had assumed such strength, and 
the pit contained such a large crowd of traders, that 
the shorts ceased to be much of a factor. From the 
unusual large number of orders received the coun- 
wy seemed to have a settled conviction that, owing 
to a lack of rain, the crops had sustained very ma- 
tertal damage. The country was very heavy buy- 
ers all the way up. 

Wheat at the opening sympathized with the corn 
revival and tailed on with good results, It closed 
last night at 70%c, but opened at 7i}¢e. After the 
early part of the day there was a heavy market, 
September declining to 704c. In fact, it fluctuated 
between 7014@70%4c pretty much all of the last hour. 
The close was steady and quiet. 

The provision market developed a moderate bust- 
ness, but hog products were dull, The tone was 
heavy on the showing made by inspector Maxey in 
his monthly oeport. He figures up about 39,000,000 
pounds of aibs—about 5,000,000 pounds more than 
the crowd were prepared for. 

Lard also exceeded expectations by about 5,000 
tierces.

Shu- 
brick, who have been yisiting the various 
convict camps, made their report to the gov- 
ernor. With one exception the report is favor- 
able to the camps. A ten thousand dollars 
damage suit was recorded in the superior court 
yesterday against Ervin Maxwel), the Mark- 
ham house proprietor, for defamation of char- 
acter. The State bar association convenes -to- 
day in annual session. 

The Governor and His Cabinet. 

THE EATONTON REUNION advertised to take 
place on Thursday, the fourth instant, was 
postponed until the 3lst instant. Governor 
Gordon had promised to be present on Thurs- 
day, and fully intended to attend, but those in 
whose keeping the affair had been placed, de- 
cided that in view of the very bad weather it 
would be best to postpone the reunion until a 
more seasonable occasion. Railroad travel is 
broken and the country roads are almost im- 
passable, and the reunion would have been 
very slimly attended had it not been post- 
poned. The governor has promised to be 
present on the dist instant. 
be one of the largest-of the year, several thou- 
sand people being expected. 

GOVERNOR GORDON RECEIVED on yesterday 
the report of Assistant-Keeper Shubrick in 
regard to the condition of the various conyict 
camps visited by that official. The report be- 
gins by recounting the circumstances of the 
visit to the camp on the Augusta and Chatta- 
nooga railroad, which led to the investigation 
by the principal physician and his report on 
the subject. Colonel Shubrick then says that 
he found the barracks of the camp on the 
Georgia Midland in bad condition. The roof 
was covered with canvas, and leaked badly du- 
ring recent wetspell. Other camps covered ina 
similar way were found to be dry, and orders 
were given that the canvas roof of the railroad 
camp should be immediately fixed At his 
visit to the camp a month or more ago, Colonel 
Shubrick says the convicts were satisfied with 
their treatment, but at his last visit they com- 
plained that they did not getenough to eat. 
The regulations on the subject, as shown by 
the books, had beer complied with, and the 
captain of the camp claimed that the cause of 
the trouble was due tothe fact that he had 
reduced the meat rations from one pound per 
day to three-quarters of a pound, the amount 
demanded by the law. This, in_ his opinion, 
was the cause of the complaint. The condition 
of the other camps visited was declared to be 
good. Principal Keeper Towers visited the 
camp at Cedartown, and found everything in 
good order there. Both ofiicials declare there 
is a considerable falling off in number of sick 
convicts, which is an encouraging sign. 

H. M. HaGrn was commissioned yesterday 
a justice of the peace for the 1414th district, 
G. M., Paulding county. 
George B. Forbes, first lieutenant of the At- 
lanta Artillery, was received and accepted yes- 
terday. Commissions were issued to C. H 
Wallace as first lieutenant of the Central City 
Light Infantry. of Macon, and to James 
(Quince as second lieutenant of the same com- 
pany. The command is a colored one. 

A LETTER WAS RECEIVED at the executive 
department yesterday from C. 8S. Bently, oi 
Chicago, secretary of the International Mili- 
tary Encampment to be held in that city from 
October Ist to October 20th, asking that the 
governor grant permission to such of the na- 
tional guard of Georgia as desired to attend 
said encampment, and that military organiza- 
tions from other states be allowed to pass 
through the state going and returning from 
the encampment. The secretary also en- 
closed. a_ series of resolutions showing 
the action of the management 
the camp in regard to the entrance 
of colored companies. The position is taken 
that inasmuch as the encampment purports to 


-be an international one that to exclude colored 


companies would be inconsistent, and that, 
while the management have the utmost confi- 
dence in General Bently, the general manager, 
he is requested to modify his original order so 
as to allow colored companies to enter. The 
adjutant general is requested to make known 
the resolutions to the various colored com- 
mands in the state of Georgia. 

TREASURER HARDEMAN on yesterday paid a 
warrant of $500 on account of the public build- 
ing fund; the money was paid tothe adjutant- 
general. A warrant for seventy-five cents was 
drawn and paid on account of lead pencils fur- 
nished the comptroller-general’s department.
